The trouble arose on the first day 
out, according to A. J. C lark, when 
w hite passengers refused to contrib­ 
ute to a fund for prizes for gam es 
aboard the ship because they learn ­ 
ed th a t ten per cent of it was to go 
to the Japanese crew. 
As a result the Japanese conduct­ 
ed a system atic cam paign of a n ­ 
noyance against the w hites, C lark 
said.

Man-Made Diseases 
Many of th' diseases that afflict 
man may almost be said to be made 
by him, says the U. S. Public Health 
Service, for they are spread almost 
altogether by his disregard of the 
simplest rules of sanitary living. 
Typhoid 
fever, for 
instance, is 
spread 
by 
the 
contamination of 
water, milk and food by human filth 
which has been run into rivers or 
wells or left exposed for flies to 
carry to the kitchen or dining room, 
or which even more disgustingly, is 
carried to food directly from soiled 
hands. 
Hookworm disease and other in­ 
testinal 
diseases 
are spread, 
to 
some extent at least, by the states 
which allow road-building gangs to 
work under 
conditions which too 
often compel them to scatter pollu­ 
tion to be carried by flies to their 
own kitchens or to be ground into 
the soil to be picked up by the bare 
feet of children. Practically all hook­ 
worm disease is due to soil pollu­ 
tion. 
Malaria, too, is often spread by 
the ignorance and carelessness with 
which mosquito-breeding places are 
created 
or 
disregarded. 
Borrow- 
pits, dug to obtain stone for road 
work and other needs and left to fill 
with water, furnish homes for thous­ 
ands of wigglers, culverts improper­ 
ly placed 
produce pools 
that are 
equally prolific; 
ditches 
that are 
clogged and never cleared out are 
popular and populous; railroad and 
other 
embankments 
that stop or 
check the flow of water create con­ 
ditions that are ideal—from the mo­ 
squito point of view. 
Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, health of­ 
ficer of Georgia, has suggested that 
the convict and other gangs who 
work along the roads be required to 
fill up borrow-pits, 
place culverts 
properly, clean ditches, and attend 
to other small but important details 
that any man can do and that will 
deprive the mosquito of many of her 
breeding places. 
To 
accomplish 
this 
along 
the 
roads is more important than it may 
seem, for a mosquito hatched at the 
roadside does not have to wander in 
search (ft food; all she has to do is 
to wait for food to come to her. 
Moreover, if she is of the anophe­ 
line species, which spreads malaria, 
she has excellent chances both to ac­ 
quire the malaria germs and to pass 
them along. Until she bites some­ 
one who has the disease, her bite, 
though no more pleasant than that 
of any other mosquito, is not any 
more dangerous. 
But a single ma­ 
laria patient, driving along a ditch- 
bordered, 
mosquito-infested 
road, 
may provide 
hundreds 
of the in­ 
sects with germs which they may 
pass on to every traveller along that 
road. 
Dr. Abercrombie, by making the 
roads of Georgia safe for man, may 
materially reduce the malaria haz­ 
ard of the State, and. according to 
the Public Health Service, his ex­ 
ample deserves to be followed.

Thirty miles to the gallon! A rec­ 
ord that is unprecedented in cars of 
the eight-cylinder class was recent­ 
ly accomplished by the Tunison, a 
new type of car, invented by M. C. 
Tunison, a well known automotive 
engineer of Oakland. 
The car is practically an airplane 
on wheels and weighs approximately 
1600 pounds, the body and frame 
being 
built of 
laminated spruce, 
which is by actual test 6 per 
cent 
stronger 
than steel of 
the 
same 
weight and 50 per cent lighter than 
steel of the same strength. 
The 
motor which 
accomplished 
the remarkable record of 30 miles to 
the gallon, is an eight-cylinder “V” 
type, with an overhead valve action 
in which push rods are eliminated 
and 
the action 
obtained 
directly 
from the camshaft by rocker arms, 
producing valve timing equal to that 
of the famous Hispanio-Suiza 
air­ 
plane motor. 
The oiling system of the motor is 
probably its most important feature. 
Oil which is cooled through a sec­ 
tion of the radiator is forced under 
pressure to all working parts of the 
engine. As the oil returns to 
the 
sump it is strained through a filter 
and then pumped back into the ra ­ 
diator. A steady flow of cold oil is 
therefore constantly flowing through 
the motor, giving longer life to all 
bearing 
surfaces, eliminating 
the 
hot-spot” at the head of the piston, 
which is the cause of premature fir­ 
ing, reducing the formation of car­ 
bon to an absolute minimum, allow­ 
ing greater engine speed and devel­ 
oping more power than any motor 
of its size. 
Other features of the motor are a 
“hot-spot” 
manifold through which 
the gas is heated before entering the 
motor. Camshaft, fan, generator and 
starting motor 
take 
their 
action 
from an idler gear in the front of 
the motor, eliminating the use 
of 
chains and belts and many other 
parts from which compensation has 
to be made on other types. 
The use .of 
laminated wood in 
frame and body building is new to 
the automobile industry. In airplane 
construction, however, 
it has been 
used with success 
for some time. 
The wood construction of the Tuni­ 
son car combines 
lightness 
with 
strength. 
The frame 
is 
built 
of 
spruce made up in five layers ce­ 
mented under pressure with water­ 
proof glue until a thickness of I M 
inches is 
attained. 
The body is 
formed on a mould and is also built 
of laminated spruce. It is covered 
with 
fabricoid 
which 
eliminates 
painting and will outweai several 
paint jobs. 
Another im portant feature of the 
car is its unique spring suspension, 
which is said to eclipse all other 
types 
heretofore 
produced. 
The 
suspension is taken from a heavy 
single leaf spring running on either 
side, the entire length of the car, 
centered on ^trusses and coupled to 
coil springs *on the front and rear 
axles. This combines the easy riding 
qualities of the old-fashioned “buck­ 
board,” with the advantages of 
a 
well known type of shock absorber, 
producing a riding quality that re­ 
minds one of a Pullman. 
The record of 30 miles to the gal­ 
lon was obtained under adverse con­ 
ditions in a run between Oakland 
and Richmond, Calif. 
The test was 
made before a representative of the 
press with Mr. Tunison acting 
as 
driver. Up to the time of the test, 
the car had been operated only 46 
miles and was, of course, very stiff 
Under favorable conditions the car 
should reach an average of 35 miles 
per gallon. 
The car is so constructed that de 
spite its light weight it will main 
tain its road ability at any speed 
up to 770 miles per hour. The top 
of the motor is I M inches below a 
line drawn from the top of any tire 
to its mate, bringing the center of 
gravity down far enough to produce 
a car that is absolutely safe in driv 
ing. 
The steering gear is of an entirely 
new tjgje and may be regarded as 
a big “safety-first” feature. It is of 
the 
ball-bearing 
type, having 
no 
sliding parts 
it 
cannot bind 
or 
“freeze,” 
and requires no lubrica­ 
tion. The wheels are disc type and 
can be demounted by the removal 
of eight lugs allowing a change of 
tires in two minutes.
